The Thanksgiving dinner held at 
Strathcona Hall ycstcWay, at 1 P, M. 
ptoÀ'ed.to be a great ..sticccss; a large 
gatheriitg being present. 

E. C. .\niaron president of the S. C. A. 
introduced Dr. Zwemcr of Cairo, Egypt 
to the audience, expressing the associa- 
tions's pleasure to have -such a disting- 
uished personage as -its guest. 

• • Dr. .Zwcnicr c:^pressed'his gratitude at 
'ocing present, and introduced as his 
topic, "The Muddle East." 

He divided the people into sects and 
discussed each separately. The Moslems 
Zionists Nationalists, Imperialists, Cora- 
mcrcialists,. Evangelists and Bolshevists 
ucrc each dwelt upon. 

Dr. Zwemcr criticized Henry Morgan 
and claimed that the Zionist movement 
was wrong. He upheld that a people es- 
:ablished in commercial life could not 
successfully change to a life of agri- 
culture and make a success of it. 

Tiie average Es;yptian's education was 
of such a low standard that at least 
90 per cent were almost totally ignorant 
3nd should not be allowed to vote. 

He declared that he was not in favor 
with the Commcrcialists. They were 
•isually some established and wealthy 
imcrican concerns that attempted to gair 
money in various ways the traffic of 
liquor being a predominant one. This he 
pointed out was an added detriment to 
the different communities. 

• The Evangelists were distinctod to br 
the chosen sect to bring about the unit) 
the different races and better humanity 
'n all its phases. 

The Bolshevists, he stated although o*' 
îcme good in certain instances were to 
bo compared with the people of the 
French Revolution. 

He concluded by saying tliat the 
characters of all eastern people was of 
■uch an un flammable nature that p 
vent length of time would be required 
before quietness would prevail, -and th? 
British rule was still imperative. 

Murray Brooks also spoke cxprcss- 
•ng himself as being proud to represent 
McGill in Ceylon. Ho mentioned that 
Ts a result of the great intcrcit and ef- 
•ort that was put forward by the Y. 
.M. C. .\„ Colombo was the cleanes* 
seaport in the world. He also express- 
ed his irreat pleasure at being able to 
he present at tlie Reunion. .Seven .sc 
'ections were rendered by y(r. Brooks 
which were heartily applauded by all.

Dr. G. J. Cassidy to Give 
Address 

LIBRARY OPEN. 

Promise of Good Things in 
Store for Young 
Physiologists. 

Undoiibtedly the succos's (Si any 
new club or society venture depends 
to a very large extent upon its ini 
tiai advances before the public eye. 
Two or three years ago, thiiigs phy 
siologicail in the nicdical curriculum 
received sttch an impetus under new 
leadership that there migiht be said 
to have been a new birtlt in our 
midst. Two or three weeks ^ago aris- 
ing out 'of this "naisisance," a new 
institiition under the name of the 
Physiological Society of McGdll Uni 
vcrsity, was ushered into being by 
an enthusiastic gathering of about 
two hundred young medicos. On 
that inaugural occasion Dr. John 
f ait. Professor of the Department of 
Physiology, gave an inspiring ac 
count of the life of Lord Lister. 

An address will be given at eight 
o'clock to-night in the old Medical 
Building by Dr. G. J. Cassidy. All 
Medical students, particularly those 
of second and third years, arc wel 
come, as will also be the ladies. 

Dr. Cassidy has already won the 
goodwill of the students in Physio 
logy since his staff appointment thiis 
year, on "New and Old Ideas Con- 
cerning the Alimentary Tract." 
While Dr. Cassidy has been doing 
considerable research work on intes- 
tinal function,- he. l}95 Vj[il^q„iiiade '» 
thorough ihve'stlgafidn 6f' tlîë fflë6ries 
of physiologists oh this subject from 
the earliest times, 'a^d. there is no 
doubt that an extremely interesting 
i> wctl as insli"i;ctive evcu'.ng is pro- 
mised. This address, too, it might 
be suggested. w'M corlLiinly serve as 
:i helpful iritroditction to the lectures 
on the subjects which are scheduled

DR. E. COHEN SPOKE 
AT CHEMICAL SOC. 

"MeUstabÛity of Matter" 
Was Subject of Discourse 

Studaits interested in Chemistry 
had the opiwartunity yesterday of 
hearing Dr. Ernest Cohen, Professor 
of Physical Chemistry at tho Royal 
University of Utrecln, an authority 
on his subject. 

Dr. Cohen has mad; extensive re- 
searches in Physical Chemistry, and 
the results of his i ivesf'gation:; !n 
changes which take pl.ica at high 
pressures, are something new. 

Last evening Dr. Cohen gave th: 
.irst of hiis lectures on the "Mctasta- 
bility of Ma;tter, .-ind its Bearing on 
Phy.sics and Chemistry." The speak- 
er opened his addrosa by calling at- 
tention to certain phenomena. lie 
mentioned a cadc in which thi tin of 
;ertain organ pipes had turned to 
)owder. The powder was analysed 
and found to be of the- same compo- 
sition as the metal of the pipes. Al 
the tinie this phenomena - could not 
je explained. 

Dr. Cohen then proceeded to ex- 
plain tin's physical change. He show- 
ed how tin really existed in two 
forms, grey tin and w:hite tin, ex- 
plaining his experiment.s, which cn- 
.ibled hiin to determine its transition 
temperature as 18 deg, C. He thus 
showed that metals can exist in two 
or three distinct forms 

In his second lecture, which will 
take phice tlii> afternoon. Dr. Cohen 
win give examples of nicf:il.s exi-^t- 
•ng in three, four, five f>r cvyj six 
distinct .formis. In changing from 
one form to another there is a change 
!n volume for a given mass. This 
causes a consequent change in . spe- 
cific gravity, density and several otli- 
cr quantities. In that case, these will 
have to be rc-detcrmincd. ' 

The next lecture will .take place at 
5 p.m. this afternoon, in the Chtm- 
isitry Building.

jssion of Foul Throw Re- 
gulations by U. S. Col- 
lege Representatives . 

With tlic ending of tlic annual rules 
Jînlerprctation conference at Columbia 
recently, ibc I'inai preparatory stage in 
llic basketball season was passed, and 
hmatcur players, coaches and officials 
'lljroughout the country arc now ready 
for the opening whistle. The Y. M. 
(C. A. and .\. A. U., in addition to the 
(colleges, were represented at the rules 
^.conference, and all will be governed 
!)>• the changes and interpretations that 
avc been made since the end of the 
bt season. 

Although concrete recommandations 
bbout a new foul throw rule were not 
passed at the Columbia meeting, several 
kminor interpretations were decided upon 
'by those present. It was decided that 
a!, parts of the backboard except the 
^pprts will be considered in bounds, 
^^wlîîch means that a ball hitting the 
edge of the board and bouncing back 
to the court will be in play. Forni- 
■•■ crly, the opposing team was allowed a 
w-in when this happened. 
■'''i'Thc part of the rules giving the rcfc- 
i^b exclusive rights to call time o-.it 
he .strictly enforced. Hitherto it 
been common 'for players to stop 
'all action at a signal from the tinic- 
vkccper or umpire. The captain of a 
'team will bc^ablc to get a call of time 
out only when liis team lias possession 
J of t!;c ball, except when a player is 
obviously burt and unable to continue 
f- pîaing. 

•Ill the case of substitutions no time- 
out will be charged it the change of 
'players was completed wjthin thirty 
seconds. 

Di.>!Cussion of the foul throw regula- 
tion is promised at the annu.il Fal' 
•piecfinfr of the Intcrcollcciate Baskct- 
M\ cacrut; next Friday night. Princeton, 
sjiemisvlvania, Columbia, Cornell, Yale 
and Dartmouth will be represented by 
graduate maijagcrs, coaches and cap- 
,îns, with each college having one del- 
te entitled to a vote. Of these, Co- 
Cjiinibia and Princeton have declared 
themselves in favour of a new rule, and 
Cornell is understood to be on the same 
side'. Pennsylvania is definitely opposed 
to any changes. 



With he improvement of methods 
teaching has. arisen tlic^qucstion of 
tcUcctual segregation: dividing students 
according to mental ability.. The idea, 
has not, to any great extent, been put 
into practice. Of late, mental measure- 
ments have liccn widely talked of, and 
tried out with varying ■■<fefe'r«cs''o'f silc-' 
cess, partly dite to diffcrehccs in riie'lh- 
ods of administering the tests. Such 
tests were made in the Ann Arbor high 
school last year, and in one ward school 
actual segregation took place. Xot the 
least important venture in this field was 
made List year at Michigan'*' when all 
students who were placed on probation 
at the end of the first semester were 
required to take what was popularly 
termed an "intelligence test." The idea 
of the test was to ascertain to what tx- 
tent poor work and low-grade intellect 
went together. 

In the romaflCe'lânguagc department 
actual segregation has taken place to a 
limited degree. .\t the opening of each 
semester every student electing French 
or Spanisii i.s required to stale how 
niucii liîr.Ruagc he has previously stud- 
ied, and his average grade. He is then 
ns.sigiicd to a section accordingly. Cer 
tain sections arc theoretically compos 
ed of students who learn language: 
with facility, others not so advanced 
and still otiicrs further down tlie scale. 
During llic semester, if a student -.shows 
hiinsclf unfitted for. the section in which 
he bas been placed, he is transferred to 
one bctter .suited to his ability.. The ob- 
vious flaw in this plan, according to its 
rliicf advocates, is the fact th.it high 
■school tcaclier.< vary to such a degree in 
their standards of grading. .V .student 
receiving an'averagc grade of 90 per 
cent may have no greater ability than 
one from another high school with a 
"ccordcd grade of 70 or 80 per cent. 

In cases of actual mental examination 
an(| segregation, observed, according 
to Prof. Walter B. P.illsbury,. of the: 
nsychology tlopartmcnt, satisfactory "re-- 
suits, h^jvc been tJbtaincd. Students of 
marked ability when segregated have 
covered in two semesters the work of 
three, without being worked beyond 
their capacity, On the other hand; the 
students in lower sections have riot had 
the presence of a few brilliant ûncs to 
discoiîKigè them, and have brought their 
work, up to normal. Tt is well-known 
that in mixed classes, those' .students 
who have marked ability are •• often 
neglected, it being taken for -grainted 
that they will sua volnntatc do the work 
required, while those who are backward 
and learn with difficulty receive a dis- 
nroporlionate amount of attention. "The 
one danger to be avoided," said Pro 
fessor Pillsbury, "i.s that of allowing 
the poor student to become aware that 
he is considered backward. If this hap' 
nens the plan is spoiled, and much harm 
may be , done to the individual; Division 
should be made without the students 
^''cmsclves knowing the reason." 

The best plan for instituting the .sys 
tern in colleges seems to be that oi a 
'"St given to students before they leav 
high school, when it is known that the 
ire going to enter college. A questipn- 
•'airc, prepared by the state university, i' 
sent to the high schools of the state, and 
the students arc required to àn^wcr the 
nucstions ôff-hatid. Their answers jirc 
«fraded first by their teachers and then 
at the university, and on their entrance 
they are classifi'eil accordiiigly.

The success obtained in the teach 
inig of ncwsp.ipcr work in schools of 
journalism and the meth^jds West 
suited for such in.=;truct:on were dis- 
cussed by \V. D. Hornaday, of the 
School .of '.Journ.ilism of the Univer- 
sity, ^oi.„Xcj:as, in a speech before the 
Pjfcss.. Qo^igress of the World. 

"College education in journalism 
ha.'! received the indorsement also of 
niNvspip'er T2.xccuitives, as evidenced by 
the endowment of the School of Jour- 
nalism at' Columbia Uarlveil-tity by 
the late Jdsoph Pulitzer, the more re- 
cent assistance by the Chicago Tri- 
bune in connection with the Joseph 
MediM School of Journalism of 
Northwestern Univer.sity, Chicago, 
and the Inquest of the late W. J. 
Mu.rp.hy 0^ the Xlinneapoh's Journal. 
This bequfcst. to be av.ailable in 1937, 
is expected to approximate a million 
dollars." 

Mr. llornaday emphasized the 
value of actual ncwspa.per practice, 
and insisted that instruction should be 
cfiveu by men of practical experience 
in the newspaper field. This is nec- 
essary he ''saad in order that the in- 
structor may have that sympathy and 
ntercst toward .Iii.^ students, which 
counts for. so much in arousing their 
imbition and guiding their efforts.

If a scheme that is being planned by 
Professor E. J. Lough, of the Depart- 
ment of Psychology, of the University 
of New York for the marking of stu- 
dents' work according to a new, ab- 
solutely scientific and incontrovertible 
basis is perfected, students will have no 
further cause for complaint on the 
ground of unjust marking. 

It is Professor Lough's opinion that 
the present system of marking works 
injustice to students in more ways thai, 
one. By a device that may be tcrmec' 
translation of the marks" the profcssoi 
propo.scs to do away, witli unfalmcs- 
in marking. 

"The mood in which tlie professor 
happeus to be when he is marking pa- 
pers frequently results in unfair grad- 
ing, according to Professor Lough 
Thus a man who is irritated or vexed 
is almost certain to allow his state of 
mind to influence him, and the resulting' 
mark is lower than it should be. Or 
the contrary, a man who has just com 
pletcd a delectable repast, or who har 
opened his mail to discover a check from 
his substantial interest-paying securities 
will be at peace with all the world. Nat- 
urally this makes him feci somewhat 
generous, and the student benefits ac 
cordingly. 

.^Çufere;it professors mark differently 
!a|.<;J^. (àtc^ftl-ifig to Professor Lough 
Thus a student who obtained an aver- 
age mark of 70 under one professor, 
utulcr nnothcr might receive a 90 for 
his efforts. 

So Professor Lough advances his 
"translation of mark" system, l-nder 
this plan, the professor's general aver 
age for each of his students will be 
recorded. Then, if at any time the 
marks he gives show a noticeable dis 
crepancy in either direction from the 
general average, the office will be re 
quired to increase or lower the grade 
Or, if the marks given by a professor 
ill one tlepartment, when compared with 
the marks given by other professors 
the same department, should show too 
great a variance from the average o 
the others; it would be the duty 
the office to adjust tjicsc markings to 
their more accurate basis. 

Professor l-ough has not yet tul! 
completely his new marking chemi 
completely his new arguments thus' fah 
he illustrated his points by diagram for 
the benefit of The News. "The average 
niarkins^is to be called the "normal frc 
quency curve"; and the unusually high 
and low grades are to be labeled "high 
and low distribution curves", respect- 
ively.
